U. S. Navy Supplies 
German With Words 
Of “Kentucky Home” 


Answers Request of Skipper 
Who Likes Tune but Can’t Un- 
derstand Phonograph Records. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Supply- 
ing a German ship officer with the 
words to “My Old Kentucky Home” 
and “Carry Me Back to Old Vir- 
ginny” was an unusual service per- 
formed by the navy’s hydrographic 
office, which charts the seas of 
the world. 

Rear Admiral W. R. Gherardi, 
chief of the hydrographic office, 
explained today that the navy was 
assisted in assembling maritime in- 
formation by officers of merchant 
vessels of many nationalities who 
send in reports of currents and 
other phenomena. Along with a 
report recently received from Alex- 
andria, Egypt, from an officer of a 
German tanker, was this letter: 

“Besides delivery of current re- 
port which is handeG over to you, 
I have a favor to ask of you. It 
be remarked beforehand that I am 
fully aware of the strangeness of 
my desire, yet you may put to my 
credit my interest in American life. 

“There is a record in my posses- 
sion which plays the following two 
songs: ‘My Old Kentucky Home’ 
and ‘Carry Me Back to Old Vir- 
ginny.’ Unfortunately, now, it is 
impossible for me to understand 
the words. This is often regretted, 
the melody being very nice: 
thank you for providing me with 
the words of both of these songs— 
I am sorry to say my other Amer- 
ican acquaintances out here could 
not assist me.” 


ROOSEVELT'S HYDE PARK HOME 
TO BE SUMMER WHITE HOUSE 


President to Establish Full Office

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt made plans today to 
establish a summer white house at

NEW YORK, July 13.—Stocks 
rose to new highs today in the larg- 
est turnover of the bull market. 

Extreme gains of $1 to more than 
$5 were general, but several special 
favorites outstripped that range. 

Sales totaled 7,460,520 shares, the 
largest turnover since May 5, 1930, 
when 8,279,260 shares changed 
hands. The previous record high 
for 1933 was 7,198,964 shares on 
April 20. 

Group after group swept into 
leadership of the rise. Alcohol 
stocks, Aviation shares, Utilities, 
Rails and Industrials advanced un- 
til the rally was very broad. Late 
profit-taking reduced the advances. 

Stocks generally closed under 
their highs.

10 ALLOW LUER TO 
SEND WORD HOME 


| Agents Named to Negotiate 


For Alton Banker’s 


Release Issue Appeal — 
Hotel Man Questioned. 


FAMILY READY 


TO PAY RANSOM 


Representatives Say It 
Must Not be Large—No 
Word From Abductors of 


Aged Man. 


A public appeal to the kidnapers 
of August Luer, wealthy 77-year- 
old Alton banker and meat packer, 
urging them to allow their captive 
to communicate with his wife and 
relieve her anxiety over his health, 
was issued to the press today by 
the two agents appointed by the 
family to deal with the abductors. 

Mrs. Luer, 75 years old, was de- 
scribed in the statement as “in an 
extremely nervous and distressed 
condition,” which is based on the 
fact that Luer, a sufferer from 
heart disease, is subject to fre- 
quent smothering attacks, likely to 
prove fatal, according to his phy- 
sician, if he is subject to extreme 
excitement or rough handling. 


Hotel Man Questioned. 

A former Alton resident, now a 
St. Louis hotel proprietor, was ar- 
rested in a raid on his hotel by 
16 detectives and two Department 
of Justice agents this afternoon 
after he had called Mayor Butler 
of Alton last night and had sug- 
gested that the police be called off 
the case, and had said that $50,000 


| would be a likely ransom figure. 


Taken to police headquarters 
with his son, the hotel man admit- 
ted making the call, the police said, 
but declared it was simply a friend- 
ly suggestion and said he was will- 
ing to go to Alton at once to ex- 
plain it and to submit to question- 
ing there. He said he had had busi- 
ness dealings with Mr. Luer. while 
a resident of Alton and declared he 
was interested in the case for that 
reason. 

Luer had been in captivity 60 
hours at the time the statement 
was issued at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing by the family’s representatives, 
O. S. Catt of Jerseyville, plant man- 
ager for the Luer Packing & Ice 
Co., and Lawrence Keller Jr., trust 
officer of the Alton Banking & 
Trust Co., of which Luer is presi- 
dent. 

“Please, if I could just hear from 
Papa,” Mrs. Luer was quoted in 
the statement as saying. She is 
still under treatment for a scalp 
wound suffered at 9 o’clock Mon- 
day night when she was knocked 
down by one of the kidnapers, two 
men and a woman, just before they 
hustled Luer from his home north 
of the Alton business district and 
took him away, in an automobile. 

Text of Statement. 

The statement issued by Catt and 
Keller follows: 

To the kidnapers of August 
Luer: 

On behalf of Mrs. August Luer 
we have been requested to ask 
the kidnapers of August Luer to 
grant him permission to com- 
municate with his wife immedi- 
ately. Mrs. Luer is in an ex- 
tremely distressed and nervous 
condition. 

Communications should be ad- 
dressed to Mr. O. S. Catt or Mr. 
Lawrence Keller Jr., or direct to 
Mrs. August Luer. Mr. Catt’s ad- 
dress is East Arch street, Jersey- 
ville, Ill, and Mr. Keller’s ad- 
dress is 1912 Washington avenue, 
Alton, Il. 

In her deep distress and ner- 
vous condition, we fear the con- 
sequences to Mrs. Luer if word is 
not had immediately from her 
husband. 

She said this morning, “Please, 
if I could just hear from Papa.” 
Police May Return to Case. 
After a telephone conversation at 
noon with Gov. Horner, Mayor But- 
ler announced that the police, with- 
drawn from the case yesterday at 
the request of members of the Luer 
family to facilitate communication 
with the kidnapers, would be re- 
turned to the investigation if the 
abductors did not get in touch with 
the family’s agents promptly. He 
said Gov. Horner had told him he 
might have as many State Highway 
patrolmen as needed to supplement 
the Alton police force and the depu- 
ties of Sheriff Fitzgerald of Madi- 

son County. 

Catt and Keller, whose appoint- 
ments as agents was announced 
yesterday noon, repeated this morn- 
ing that so far they had had no 
word from the kidnapers. 

They were hopeful, they added, 
of hearing shortly, now that all 
lines of communication to them 
and to Luer’s three sons, Cari, 
William and Herman, have been 
cleared. The family is prepared to 
pay a ransom, but it must not be 
large, it was stated, since Luer is 
short of cash, due to recent busi- 


MAIL MAN SLAIN 
ON ROUTE NEAR 
EDWARDSVILLE 


Body of Nelson Voss Found 
by Farmer—Two Bullet 
Wounds in Back—Auto 
500 Feet Away. 


SHOTGUN IN CAR 
IS NOT LOADED 


Discovery Made After Car- 
rier Fails to Return From 
Distributing Letters — In 
Service Six Years. 


Nelson Voss, substitute mail car- 
rier, was found shot to death this 
afternoon near the Edwardsville- 
Marine road, 8 miles southeast of 
Edwardsville. 

The body, with the legs. sub- 
merged, was found lying on the 
bank of a slough on the farm of 
John Burke. There were two shot- 
gun wounds in the back. The mail 
carrier’s automobile was parked on 
the road about 500 feet distant. from 
the point where his body was 
found. His automatic shotgun was 
in the back of the car. Examina- 
tion showed that the weapon was 
not loaded and had not been fired 
recently. No other weapon was 
found in the vicinity. 

Voss left Edwardsville at 8:45 
a. m. with mail for residents of 
rural route No. 3. He was due back 
at noon, and, when hefailed to ap- 
pear, inquiry was made by tele- 
phone along the route. A _ short 
time later Burke reported finding 
the body on his farm. 

Voss had een connected with 
the Edwardsville Postoffice for 
six years, working both in the of- 
fice and on rural deliveries. He 
was 25 years old and married. 

Postoffice authorities were un- 
able to explain why Voss took his 
shotgun with him on his _ route, 
unless he had plann:d to shoot 
squirrels after completing his mail 
delivery. A box of shells for the 
gun was in the automobile. The 
authorities are at a loss for a 
motive in the killing. 

Burke reported that there was 
nosign of a struggle. 

Dr. W. W. Billings, Coroner, of 
Troy, Ill., said he found an open 
pocket knife and other evidence of 
a struggle on the bank 100 feet 
above the creek. Examination of 
the shotgun, he said, indicated one 
barrel had been fired recently. 
There were no letters, money or 
stamps in the car.

UOSEVELT GETS 
PROPOSAL FOR 
BLANKET CODE 


Said to Be Considering 
Proclamation Fixing 
Wages and Hours in All 


Industries. 


ABILITY TO ENFORCE 
IT QUESTIONED 


President Disturbed by Fail- 
ure of Pay Increases to 
Keep Pace With Com- 

| modity Price Rise.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—It was 
indicated in responsible quarters 
today that President Roosevelt is 
preparing to proclaim a blanket 
emergency code governing wages 
and working hours in all industry, 
pending the permanent codification 
of respective industries by the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration. 
The draft of such a code has been 
submitted to him. It.was worked 
out by the advisory committees of 
the Recovery Administration, rep- 
resenting industry, labor and the 
consumers. 

In its present state the measure 
would provide for a minimum wage 
of 40 cents an hour for unskilled 
male labor, with a maximum work- 
ing week of 40 hours for those em- 
ployed in mercantile and so-called 
“white collar” jobs, and a maximum 
work week of 35 hours for those 
employed in manufacturing, with 
certain reservations as to the first 
two groups. 

Means to Enforce It Lacking. 

Apparently the effectiveness of 
the measure would depend on vol- 
untary co-operation on the part of 
employers, since no method has 
been pointed out whereby the Presi- 
dent could enforce it with the au- 
thority of law. Some of his ad- 
visers are skeptical of the extent 
to which industry would place it- 
self under the code voluntarily, and 
point to the reluctance of many in- 
dustries to submit codes of their 
own to the Recovery Administra- 
tion. Others think that a presiden- 
tial appeal would have all the force 
of a command. 

The motive for taking so revolu- 
tionary a step is to increase mass 
purchasing power by raising wages 
and creating new jobs. The admin- 
istration is thoroughly disturbed 
over the continued increase in com- 
modity prices, unaccompanied by 
any substantial rise in wages or de- 
crease in unemployment. Officials 
point out that increased prices can 
only be sustained by increased pur- 
chasing power, and that in the ab- 
sence of such increase a collapse of 
prices is inevitable. 

Controversy Delays Code. 

Controversy in the ranks of the 
steel operators continues to delay 
submission of their code, already 
two days overdue. 

Strenuous efforts were being 
made to obtain a draft of a code 
from the rayon and silk industries. 
The cotton textile code goes into 
effect July 17, and cotton mill op- 
erators have pointed out the injus- 
tice of requiring them to limit one 
worker, :say, to four looms, while 
across the street in a rayon mill 
workers are each tending six looms. 
There is a possibility that if the 
rayon and silk manufacturers do 
not submit codes within a few 
days, Gen. Johnson will order a 
brief hearing, then place them un- 
der the cotton textile code until 
they submit satisfactory codes of 
their own. 

Representatives of the National 
Retail Council, central agency of a 
majority of the retail organizations, 
met here today. After visiting 
them briefly, Gen. Johnson said he 
expected them to produce the draft 
of a code very soon. Representa- 
tives of clothing manufacturers al- 
so met to agree on a schedule of 
wages and hours for that industry.

13.—Army officers at Fort Wright 


reported today the rescue of Col. 
M. Robert Guggenheim of Babylon, 
N. Y., two other men and three 
women who were forced to leap into 
Block Island Sound yesterday when 
the Guggenheim yacht was swept 
by flames. 

The six persons, one of them se- 
riously burned, were kept afloat by 
life preservers tossed to them from 
an army plane, and were taken 
aboard an army vessel just as their 
yacht was shattered by an expio- 
sion. 

They were: Col. 
Mrs. M. Robert Guggenheim, M. 
Robert Guggenheim Jr. Miss 
Helen Allen, Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
W. Thomas. 

Army officers said the rescued 
did not identify themselves fur- 
ther. Col. William H. Wilson, com- 
manding officer at Fort Wright, 
said the yacht was seen in distress 
about 3 p. m. yesterday. by Capt. 
William G. Rector of the Air Corps, 
who was flying over the Sound, ob- 
serving target practice. As the six 
persons plunged into the water to 
escape the flames Captain Rector 
flew low and dropped preservers, 
which they grasped and held. 

Meanwhile, target practice from 
the Fort was halted and the tug 
which had been towing the target 
picked up the members of the 
yachting party. A few minutes 
later the blazing yacht was de 
stroyed by an explosion.

PITTMAN REWRITES 


SILVER RESOLUTION | 


Britain Opposes French 
Plan for Public Works— 
Russian Economic Peace 
Suggestions Debated.

LONDON, July 13—The Ameri-| 


can delcgation presented a resolu- 
tion to the Economic Commission 
of the World Economic Conference 
today calling for shorter hours of 
labor and an increase in wages in 
proportion to the rise in prices. 

Sam D. MeReynolds of Tennessee 
submitted the proposal on behalf 
of the United States group. 

Premier Hendryk Colijn of Hol- 
land, chairman of the Commission, 
announced the introduction at a 
public meeting 

The preamble to the resolution 
declared that the unemployment 
situation “is one of the greatest 
problems the Governments are con- 
fronted with at this time.” The 
text of the resolution follows: 

“Representativas of the Powers 
participating in this conference 
considering that unemployment and 
consequent great distress are now 
prevalent throughout the world, and 
considering that existence of this 
situation is one of the gravest prob- 
lems which governments are con- 
fronted at present; 

“Declare that they view with fa- 
vor lessened hours of labor and a 
rising scale of wages which should 
increase in proportion to the aug- 
mentation of productivity.” 

xxish Attack Stopped. 

Russia’s proposal for a universal 
pact of economic nonaggression 
and for extending import possibili- 
ties of various countries, came up 
for formal discussion at the confer- 


ence today. 


The Irish Free State delegate, 
Joseph Connolly, Minister of Posts 
and Telegraphs, supporting the So- 
viet proposal for an economic truce, 
began an attack upon Great Bri- 
tain’s economic actions against the 
Saorstat, calling them an outstand- 
ing example of discrimination. 
When he began to outline a his- 
tory of the Anglo-Irish economic 
dispute, Colijn stopped him. He re- 
served the right to circulate a state- 
ment of his views and sat down. 

Against Public Works. 

In debate on the French plan for 
public works programs to relieve 
unemployment, Walter Runciman, 
president of the British Board of 
Trade, declared his government 
would not initiate any such scheme 
nor participate in any international 
project of the kind nor provide a 
capital market for loans for such 
a purpose. He said Great Britain 
had had considerable experience 
with such schemes which he said 
were “the most unremunerative cf 
all efforts to reduce unemploy- 
ment.” 

He declared that for each hun- 
dred million pounds Great Britain 
had spent in public works for ‘the 
benefit of the unemployed, exp: 
rience proved that only 2000 men 
had been directly employed while 
2000 more were indirectly benefited. 

Thé French spokesman urged 
that the world unemployment crisis, 
with Europe alone feeding, clothing 
and housing 35,000,000 unemployed 
persons and their dependents, 
called for practical application of 
work-producing projects. 

Efforts to Smooth Out Rift. 

Efforts were made today to 
smooth out yesterday's rift over 
the American refusal to discuss cen- 
tral banking policies. Experts set 
to work trying to change the text 
so as to make it acceptable ‘to the 
Federal Reserve Board. 

James M. Cox of Ohio con- 
vinced his colleagues of the Steer- 
ing Committee that the parley could 
usefully continue, despite refusal of 
the Federal Reserve Board to con- 
sider co-operation of central banks. 
In a fighting speech, which one del- 
egate said “curled the hair” of the 
leaders of the conferénce, Cox gave 
an exposition of American difficul- 
ties and induced the committee io 
agree to keep working at the prob- 
lems of silver and commercial in- 
debtedness. 

The meéting of the Steering Com- 
mittee began frigidly, with the 
Dutch Premier, opponent of - the 
American mon policy, saying, 
with an air of futility, “if we could 
only know what the American posi- 
tion is.” 

In informed circles it was report · 
ed that Cox the.. said, in effect: 
“You gentlemen mitist realize the 
grave situation which faced the

the American recovery program, 
affecting as it does the greatest in- 
dustrial market in the world, suc- 
ceed.” 

Cox was reported to have asserted 
that the same medicine cannot be 
dministered to all patients in a hos- 
pital, and no more can the same 
steps be applied to the various na- 
tions under the present distressed 
conditions. 

Senator Key Pittman of Nevada 
suggested a substitute for his res- 
olution which has for its object 
the rehabilitation of silver. He 
placed his substitute before the 
subcommittee which has been dis- 
cussing his proposal. The new 
measure differs from the original 
mainly in that it provides no spe- 
cific percentage for central bank 
currency reserves which should be 
carried in silver. The original pro- 
vided that one-fifth of the reserves 
might be carried in silver. The sub- 
stitute does not affect the gold sec- 
tion of Pittman’s original resolu- 
tion. 

The text of the substitute Pitt- 
man resolution follows: 

“Be it resolved: 

“First, that all Governments part- 
ies to this conference shall prevent 
further debasement of their silver 
coinage or melting of their silver 
coinage, except for re-issue. 
“Second, that all Governments 
parties to this conference shall re- 
monetize their coinage up to a fine- 
ness of at least 800-1000, as and 
when consistent with their respec- 
tive national budget problems. 
“Third, that all Governments 
parties to this conference shall sub- 
stitute silver coins for low-value 
paper currency as expeditiously as 
the budgetary conditions of each 
country will permit. 


“Fourth, that, in consonance with 
the declared aim of the conference 
to eliminate or reduce trade bar- 
riers, Governments parties to this 
conference who now have import 
duties on silver shall consider un- 
der what conditions this obstacle 
to free importation of silver can 
best be reduced or removed, and 
that Governments parties to. this 
conference not now having import 
duty on silver shall as far as pos- 
sible retain the present freedom 
from import duties and shall in no 
case impose such duties beyond the 
extent and limit that is maintained 
by any of the large producing or 
consuming states, India, Mexico, 
Peru or Spain. 

“Fifth, that the respective Gov- 
ernments parties to this confer- 
ence shall recommend to their cen- 
tral banks that they consult to- 
gether with other central banks 
and consider the advisability of 
carrying a portion of their lega) re- 
serves in silver for use as currency 


cover or in international settle 
ments. 

“Sixth, that all Governments par- 
ties to this conference, except the 
Governments of India and Spain, 
agree that they will not sell any 
silver from demonetized coins prior 
to Jan. 1, 1938, and that, as re- 
gards India and Spain, whose gov- 
ernments at present hold large 
stocks of silver which they may 
deem it advisable to sell, efforts 
shall be made to conclude an agree- 
ment between these Governments 
and Governments of countries which 
are large producers of _ silver 
whereby the maximum of such 
sales will be determined and their 
amount be substantially offset by 
purchases of silver by Governments 
of silver producing countries for 
use for currency purposes either 
for coinage or for currency re- 
serves or for retention during the 
period of such agreements.” 
Britain in Dilemma Over Domin- 

ions’ Tendency to Follow Dollar. 

A struggle over the currency 
question has developed within the 
British Empire camp. The Domin- 
ions are insisting that the British 
Government unhitch the pound 
from t.e French franc and other 
gold currencies and reduce it in 
value along with the American dol- 
lar. 

There was a meeting today of J. 
H. Thomas, British Minister for 
Colonies, with Stanley M. Bruce, 
Australian High Commissioner at 
London; General Christiaan Smuts 
of South Africa, Sir Henry Sta- 
kosch of India and J. M. Keynes, 
English economist, who is urging 
revaluation of currencies. 


The British Goverhment is ex- 
tremely hesitant about unhitching 
the pound from the franc for fear 
of adverse effects on the Continent, 
where Great Britain sells approxi- 
mately one-half her manufactured 
goods.

Guardian Trust of Cleve- 
land Charged Off $76,- 
666 Payment but Not 
Face Value of Debt.

CLEVELAND, O., July 13.—Tes- 
timony that O. P. and M. J. Van 
Sweringen, Cleveland railroad mag- 
nates, owed the Guardian Trust Co. 
$2,500,000 on which the bank stopped 
figuring interest a year ago, was 


given a State Senate committee in- 
quiring into Cleveland banking af- 
fairs yesterday. 

Irving S. Silbert, a public ac- 
countant, told the committee that 
the only conclusion to be drawn 
from the fact that when a bank 
has ceased compiling interest on a 
loan, “it’s a bad loan.” 

He said the bank charged off 
$76,666 interest on the loan, but 
the loan was still carried at its 
face value. 

The committee adopted a resolu- 
tion to examine Guardian with- 
drawals within the last year after 
it received documents pointing out 
“unsatisfactory conditions” in the 
bank as long ago as Feb. 29, 1932. 

Letter From State Official. 

One of the pieces of evidence was 
a letter written Nov. 4, 1932, by 
State Superintendent of Banks Ira 
J. Fulton to Guardian directors, 
urging,them to appoint a special 
committee to work with officers in 
correcting conditions criticised in 
a February report by State and 
Federal examiners. 

These and other disclosures led 
the committee to announce plans 
to call as witnesses J. Arthur 
House, former president of. the 
Guardian, and other officers of the 
bank. 

The principal witnesses included 
Edward J. Falkenstein and A. H. 
Ganger, accountants employed by 
the Cuyahoga County Bar Associa- 
tion, to investigate the condition of 
the Guardian, which failed to ob- 
tain a Federal license to reopen af- 
ter the March banking holiday. 

Some Other Disclosures. 

Among other things witnesses 
disclosed at the investigation were: 

1. Only three examinations of 
Guardian Trust books within a five- 
year period ending in 1932, whereas 
the law requires an annual exami- 
nation by the State Banking De- 
partment. 

2. Some $19,000,000 in loans were 
carried at face value on Guardian 
books as of Jan. 31, 1933, although 
no dividends or interest on these 
loans were being paid to the bank. 

3. Salaries paid to bank officers 
in 1928 were $664,000 against $600,- 
000 in dividends paid to stockhold- 
ers. 


Irving 8. Silbert, an accountant, 
has testified House, former presi- 
dent of the bank, obtained loans of 
$181,125 in 1930. The collateral 
posted for the loans now are valued, 
he said, at $28,077. Interest was set 
at 5 per cent, but when the bank 
was closed Liquidator Sidney B. 
Congdon raised the rate to 6 per 
cent, Only part of the interest has 
been paid since last September. Lit- 
tle of the principal has been paid, 
although House, in the five years 
from 1928 to 1933, received nearly 
a half million dollars in salaries, 
bonuses and Christmas presents. 

Silbert also testified to an as yet 
unpaid loan of $48,636 to W. R. 
Green, Guardian vice-president and 
controller. The interest rate was 
5 per cent. 


$6,249,900 More Gold to France. 

NEW YORK, July 13.—The Bank 
of France, it was learned today, 
yesterday withdrew $6,249,900 more 
of its ear-marked gold, held at the 
Federal Reserve Bank here, for 
shipment to Paris. This was the 
fourth gold withdrawal by France 
in the last 10 days, the total reach- 
ing $21,809,900. Gold ear-marked 
here for foreign account now totals 
$297,292,300. The monetary gold 
stocks of the United Statés are not 
affected by the transfers of ear- 
marked metal.

dustry, contains a general provi- 
sion covering certain phases of the 
wage question which is not gener- 
ally regarded as acceptable by the 
administration. 

Hearings will be held, however, 
without further revision, and dii- 
ferences of opinion straightened out 
as these proceed. 

A conference of bituminous coal 
operators from 14 states and United 
Mine Workers of America officials 
today submitted a code of fair com- 
petition. They hoped it would be 
made the basis for a fair practice 
agreement. It was said to repre- 
sent 25 per cent of the tonnage. 

The code ealled for a basic wage 
of $5 a day. Miners and operators 
failed to agree on maximum work- 
ing hours, and left that question to 
be settled at a hearing. 

The code was presented to 
Johnson unsigned, as a report of 
the conference. It was unanimous- 
ly adopted, George Harrington of 


Chicago, spokesman for the oper-| 


ators, said. 

Just before the final vote, a group 
of Iowa operators, headed by Sam 
Ballentyne, walked out of the con- 
ference. Ballentyne refused to com- 
ment, but it was understood they 
were dissatisfied with the wage 
scale. 

Minimum Wage of 35c. 

The recovery administration has 
received an agreement from 75 per 
cent of the electrical manufactur- 
ing industry, which will go under 
examination on July 19. It sets a 
36-hour work week with a mimi- 
mum wage level of 35 cents an 
hour, except for the casual labor 
and learners. The latter will get 
no less than 80 per cent of the 
minimum and the total paid to 
them shall not exceed 5 per cent 
of the payroll above the minimum. 

This code was the first received 
and set for hearing which did not 
call for 40 hours or more. work 
weekly. It did provide that in 
branches of the industry which 
have exceptional seasonal demands, 
workers may exceed the 36-hour 
limit. To keep in bounds, the code 
prescribes that their overtime be 
limited to 144 hours in any one 
year. 

The electrical men provided that 
the minimum wage agreed on 
should be set for cities of 200,000 
population or more, and should ap- 
ply as well to all smaller communi- 
ties “unless:the administrator shal] 
fix a lower rate for particular lo- 
calities.” The agreement also set 
forth that after Sept. 1 the mini- 
mum wage shall be $14 flat, with 
no less than 80 per cent, or $11.20 
weekly to office boys and girls, 
casual labor and learners. Also, 
after Sept. 1, a limit of 40 hours 
would be put on all classes of work 
not covered by the code except ex- 
ecutives, supervisory employes and 
traveling salesmen, 

Contractors Submit Plan. 

The Associated General Contrac- 
tors submitted a minimum wage- 
maximum hour code, providing for 
“collective bargaining” by labor in 
agreeing upon the wages to be 
paid. Those who drafted the code 
described it as setting a 150-hour 
month as the maximum working 
hour limit. 

The immediate minimum wage 
level for all classes of construction, 
contractors said, will be the mini- 
mum wage agreed upon last year

48 states. Drafters of the code 
stated, however, that this wage 
level, varying in many of the 
states, would be employed only as a 
“stop-gap” minimum wage. 

As soon as possible, if the code is 
approved after hearings to be set. 
by Johnson, contractors said wage 
levels would be settled “locally and 
regionally” by “collective bargain- 
ing” between contractors and la- 
bor. Thus, if approved, minimum 
wages under the code for contrac- 
tors possibly would vary in every 
locality. 


Garment Industry Submits Code of 
Trade Practices. 

NEW YORK, July 13.—The first 
major code of fair competitfon and 
trade practices for the garment in- 
dustry was submitted today to Earl 
Dean Howard, deputy industrial re- 
covery administrator. It covers 
manufacturers, contractors and 
jobbers in the cloak and suit in- 
dustry, with major provisions un- 
derstood to call for a 40-hour week 
and a minimum wage of $14 a 
week. 

The code was submitted by Sam- 
uel Klein, executive director of the 
Industrial Council of Cloak, Suit 
and Skirt Manufacturers; Maxwell 
Copeloff, executive director of the 
Merchants’ Ladies’ Garment Asso- 
ciation, and Harry Uvillier, general 
manager of the American Coalk 
and Suit Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Howard left by airplane taking 
the code with him. J. W. Worthy, 
Howard’s assistant, said Howard 
was acting under orders from 
Washington in not releasing the 
contents of the code here. 


Asks President to Stop Akron Rub- 
ber “Speed-up” System. 

AKRON, O., July 13.—Henry J. 
Berrodin of Akron, National presi- 
dent of the Fraternal Order of 
Eagles, today wired President 
Roosevelt, asking him to stop what 
Berrodin termed the “man-killing 
speed-up system” in Akron rubber 
factories. 

“In the City of Akron, during the 
past three years, our fraternity has 
fed over 300,000 meals to hungry 
men, women and children,” the tele- 
gram read. 

“This condition was brought 
about largely through unemploy- 
ment in the rubber industry. We 
do not want to see a repetition of 
this calamity. The only way to 
avoid this is to absorb unemploy- 
ment, 

“In Akron this can only be ac- 
complished by scrapping the speed- 
up system now in operation in the 
larger rubber factories. 

“Compel these industries to stop 
the man-killing speed and force 
them to use sane methods in han- 
dling labor.” ; 

Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. offi- 
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cials had no comment to make on 
the Berrodin telegram. At General 
Tire & Rubber Co., Charles F. 
Burke, assistant to the President, 
said “No one is being killed in our 
plant by any ‘speed-up’ system.” He 
added, “I wonder if Berrodin real- 
izes the’ number of men who have 
been returned to work in Akron in 
the last four months.” Burke says 
this figure is 20,000.

of the aviator flying across the 
North Atlantic—the danger of hav-

BALTIMORE, July 13. — The 
liner City of Baltimore was towed 
back to tae harbor here today and | 
tied up at ker pier while investi- | 
gations were begun to determine 
the reason for her crash late yes- 
terday with the tanker Beacon. 
Written reports from the masters || 
of both vessels were awaited by the 
jocal boaré of Federal Steamboat 
Inspectors. In the meantime, of- 
ficers of the Baltimore Mail Line, 
owners of the City of Baltimore, 
and the Standard Shipping Co., 
owners of the tanker, began a 
study of the accident to see why 
two vessels collided in the 


broad channel of the Chesapeake 
Bay in daylight. 

Fifty passengers of the liner, 
pound for Havre and Hamburg, 


were returned to Baltimore on a 
ferry for sailing today on another 
Baltimore mail liner, the City of 
Newport News. Nobody was hurt. 

A 60-foot hole was torn in the 
starboard Dow of the 8424-ton City 
of Baltimore, flooding its No. 1 
hold. Listing badly and slow'y set- 

g, the liner was groundedé. 

he Beacon, with its bow dam- 
aged, was able to continue to Bal- 
timore on its own power. It is a 
10,388-ton ship.

A bomb, exploded at 3:15 a. mi.

He was taken to the police sta- 
tion and later to his Chicago hotel, 
where he told Capt. Dar Gilbert of 
the State Attorney’s police and Po- 
lice Capt. William Blaul that his 
abductors had demanded $500,000 
ransom and had threatened him 
with machine guns and a pair of 
scissors when he told them he could 
not raise the money. 

Factor was returned to Chicago 
in a police squad car with his wife 
and son, Jerome, and his friend, 
Aldreman Jacob Arbey, following. 

Mrs. Factor rushed into the La 
Grange police station, threw her 
arms around her husband, kissed 
him and stood between him and 
photographers who had been pre- 
paring to take his picture. 

“There'll be no pictures tonight,” 
she said. “You’re coming home 
with me.” 

Later at the hotel a few pictures 
were taken, after which all report- 
ers were barred from the. apart- 
ment. 

Factor’s Story to Police. 

Factor told his story to Capt. 
Gilbert and Capt. Blaul after he 
had been put to bed. Sitting on 
the bed beside him was his wife 
and nearby were his son and close 
friends of the family. 

Going back to July 1, the night 
of his abduction as he was return- 
ing from the outlying roadhouse 
with his wife and son and friends, 
he said his abductors soon told 
him that the price for his release 
would be $500,000. 

“The men—I don’t know how 
many of them there were—took me 
to a basement which had a con- 
crete floor and an iron door,” he 
said. “They didn’t talk to me much, 
but they remarked then that they 
were going to get $500,000 for me.” 

He said he diu not sleep much 
the first night because the bed was 
full of bed bugs and because his 
hands were handcuffed in front of 
him. Still handcuffed and with 
his eyes covered with adhesive 
tape, which was kept on during 
his captivity, he said he was moved 
the next night. 

Apparently on Farm. 

“There was another car behind 
the one I was in and ea third car 
in ‘front,” he said. “We drove 
around for a long time and finally 
came to a farm house. At least I 
guess that’s what it was as I could 
hear horses and cows and chickens. 
[ could also hear steam and elec- 
tric trains passing on both sides 
of the house.” 

Factor said he spent most of the 
time in bed and while the men of- 
fered him anything he wanted to 
eat he found that he had no appe- 
tite due to nervousness. 

“There wasn’t much I could do,” 
he said, “because my eyes were 
covered all the time and my wrists 
held tight by the handcuffs. They 
did not give me any chance to 
shave or bathe, either.” 

It was last Sunday night, he said, 
when the kidnapers took his ring 
and told him, “we’re going to send 
this to your wife, so ghe’ll know 
we've got you.” Mrs. Factor ad- 
mitted receiving the ring Monday,

The jury, 
after more than seven hours’ delib- 
eration, acquitted Green of the 
chatge of armed robbery, and Judge 
D. H. Mudge freed him from cus- 
today. It was his second trial, the 
jury having disagreed in the first 
hearing last. January. 

Tracy McMillan, foreman, and the 
other jurors, were directed by the 
Judge not to make public any dé- 
tails of their consideration of the 


case. 
The principal witnesses in the 


‘three-day trial were Art Newman, 
' | former lieutenant of Charlie Birger, 


Southern Illinois gang leader, who 
was hanged for murder in 1928, and 
six convicts from Menard prison, 
four of them former Birger gang- 
sters. 

Newman, who is a prisoner at’ 
Joliet, testified that Green was the 
man known to him as “Oklahoma 
Slim,” and that he was one of the 
four, including Newman, who car. 
ried out the $9500 bank robbéry. 
Another accomplice, Perry Bilyeu, 
took no direct part in the robbery, 
Newman said, but gave the “tip- 
off” as to the presence of the money 
at the bank. 

J. E. Grob, cashier at the time 
of the robbery, said Green was the 
man who pointed one revolver at 
him and another, held in his left 
hand, at customers in the bank. 
Matt Brown, assistant cashier, also 
identified Green. 

Freddie Wooten, Connie Ritter, 
Riley Simmons, Ray Hyland, War- 
ren Newman and Sam Shanks, con- 
victs from Menard, testified that 
Greeh was not the “Oklahoma 
Slim” known to them. Several East 
St. Louis railroad employes testi- 
field that they knew Green by that 
name, as a Terminal switchman, 
who lost one hand in an accident 
tv-o years ago. Green testified in his 
own defense.

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PROF: FISHER SEEKS 
CURE OF DEPRESSION 


Tells Lions It Is to Be Found in 
Making Dollar Always 
Worth 100 Cents. 


“Reflation” strikes at the roots 
of the depression, in the respect 
that a depression in a capitalistic 
society—that is, one based on prof- 
its—is essentially a fallen price lev- 
el, Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale Uni- 
versity told the International Lions’ 
convention today at Hotel Jeffer- 
son, 

Currency fluctuation, he said, was 
responsible for such general price 
slumps as that of 1929-33. He de- 
clared that stabilization of the dol- 


lar would be “the greatest of all 
economic reforms.” He suggested 
that it be undertaken by means 
similar to those already put in the 
President’s hands for price restora- 
tion, such as “more methodical open 
market operations” of Federal Re- 
serve Banks, better control of the 
volume of United States notes, and 
divorcing of the gold base from 
“accidents and whims of mining 
and discovery.” 

“A depression is, in its essence, 
a fallen price level,” said Prof. 
Fisher. “That is what takes the 
profits out of business; and in a 
capitalistic, or private-profit, so- 
ciety, as soon as the profits vanish, 
bankruptcy sets in—bankruptcy for 
the business man, and unemploy- 
ment for his workmen. 

Effect of Shifting Price Level. 

“If the price level goes up, the 
stockholder gains in the form of 
profits substantially what the wage- 
earner and the bondholder lose in 
the form of a higher cost of liv- 
ing. If the price level goes down, 
the wage earner and the bond- 
holder gain, in the form of.a low- 
ered cost of living, substantially 
what the stockholder loses through 
lowered profits. And since all 
classes are a part of one produc- 
ing organism, the evil eventually 
reaches the whole of it, and society 
loses in terms of goods as well as 
in terms of mere money. 

“The price level from 1929 to 
March, 1933, fell 43 per cent, but is 
money to blame for this fall? It 
used to be thought that prices were 
governed by a law called supply 
and demand. That law no doubt ex- 
ists, and it is compounded of many 
elements. But when all prices on 
the average rise or fall in concert— 
I mean the whole tide, or level, or 
prices—it is the currency itself 
which constitutes the tide. 

“The average price line, when 
charted, goes in great curves corre- 
sponding with the changes of 
money, while an individual price 
line twines itself about this average 
line—the divergences corresponding 
with the changes of supply and de- 
mand as nearly as these may be 
identified. 

Paradox of Depression. 

“For the collapse of prices in the 
case of a depression, one particular 
form of currency is chiefly to 
blame, This is credit currency, or 
‘borrowed money’ circulating by 
check. In normal times, borrow- 
ings and liquidations balance each 
other nearly enough to keep the 
outstanding volume of checks fairly 
constant, but there are occasions 
(and one of them is war and the 
rebound from war) when there is 
too much borrowing; and this is 
followed by a panic of too much 
liquidation which simply wipes out 
billions of credit currency at ap- 
palling speed. 

“The credit currency of Federal 
Reserve member banks lost 69 per 
cent of its efficiency (i. e., speed 
volume) from 1929 to March, 1932, 
and probably this became much 
more by March, 1933. This was 
parly due to the panic liquidation. 

“Now for a world in debt, liquid- 
ation ought to ease matters; but 
right here comes in the _ terrible 
paradox of a depression; the more 
we pay, the more we owe. For 
liquidation lowers the price level, 
which is the same as saying that 
it raises every dollar of debt. The 
fall of 43 per cent in the price level 
since 1929 turned the purchasing 
power of the dollar into $1.75, if 
measured by the 1929 dollar. That 
is, every dollar of debt in 1933

per cent more than in 1929. 
Debtors’ Plight. 

The farmer must raise more 
wheat, the manufacturer must 
make more cloth, the miner must 
mine more coal in order to pay 
debts. In a word, the debtor whose 
debt was contracted in 1929 must 
pay, in effect, $1.75 for each dollar 
of it still owing in 1933. And not 
only did the dollar rise 75 per 
cent, but this 75 per cent was a 
greater rise than the liquidation 
could offset. : 

“The nominal liquidation of our 
internal debts was only about 30 
per cent from 1929 to 1933. In 1929 
this indebtedness within the United 
States amounted to 200 billion dol- 
lars. In 1933, liquidation had 
brought it down nominally to 160 
billion; but the growth of the dol- 
lar raised the nominal 160 billion to 
280 billion, if measured by the 1929 
dollar. 

“In other words, in a depression, 
the more we pay the more we owe, 
and the paying itself is to blame, 
because it is the primary cause of 
the deflation—supplemented by 
hoarding.

“The council will bend every ef- 
fort to secure a tremendous ma- 
jority for ratification of repeal,” 
said Joseph T. Davis, chairman of 
the organization, which claims a 
membership of 200,000. 

“We beli¢ve this will have a sal- 
utary effect in surrounding states 
holding subsequent elections,” he 
continued. “This will be particu- 
larly true of Kansas and Nebraska, 
now considered doubtful states. 

Liquor Control Laws Next. 

“After the 36 states give their 
ratification, our most important 
task Nes ahead—the enactment of 
adequate liquor contro] laws for 
Missouri. The men and women in 
our organization will continue their 
activities until liquor is so regulated 
as to safeguard temperance.” 

Davis was at Jefferson City Tues- 
day when Gov. Park gave his de- 
cision on the interpretation of the 
Weeks law, providing the machin- 
ery for ratification, and announced 
the date of the election and the 
convention. The Governor said he 
would announce dates soon for pre- 
cinct, county and senatoria! district 
conventions. In each of the 34 sen- 
atorial districts two sets of dele- 
gates will be on the ballot—one fa- 
voring ratification and one oppos- 
ins it. Voters will vote for the

19, greatly strengthens the cause of repeal throughout 
the nation. The news from Jefferson City that no 
risk of legal obstacles will be run in this State must 
have been received with rejoicing among the Roose 
velt administration’s planners of the repeal campaign. 

We believe the great majority of the people of 
Missouri will be quick to commend Gov. Park for his 
action. After numerous conferences with his 
advisers, he had determined on an election in the fall. 
Then arose the danger of controversy and delay. It 
was not the easiest thing to do to reverse the whole 
program, but the Governor did it in the interest of 
avoiding any possible differences over the interpreta- 
tion of the Weeks Act. The chief executive has shown 
himself to be a man who can change his mind. 
This clearing of the air in Missouri follows on the 
heels of action in Florida which is also a boon to 
ratification of the twenty-first, or repeal amendment. 
In Florida, Gov. Sholts has announced that he will 
call a special election in October to choose delegates 
to @ repeal convention. The certainty of judgment 
on prohibition by the people of Missouri and Florida 
more than offsets the decision of Gov. Ruby Laffoon 
not to include repeal legislation in the business of 
the Kentucky Legislature’s special session. Workers 
for repeal have not been counting on early action in 
Kentucky, inasmuch as its Legislature was not sched- 
uled to meet until next year. 
Still another gratifying development is that in Ohio, 
where the State Supreme Court has held that a vote 
on repeal is not subject to a referendum. Since a 
vote on repeal is a referendum in itself, the motive 
of the drys in such @ case can be only to delay final 
action. This Ohio decision is particularly noteworthy 
in Missouri, where the organized drys are employing 
similar tactics. 
The status of repeal may be summarized as follows: 
Sixteen states, containing 43 per cent of the popu- 
lation, have ratified or voted to ratify the repeal 
umendment. They are: Michigan, Wisconsin, Rhode 
Island, New Jersey, Wyoming, New York, Delaware, 
Nevada, Lllinois, Indiana, Massachusetts, New Hamp 
shire, Connecticut, Iowa, West Virginia, California. 
Highteen states have set dates for elections this 
year. They are: Alabama, Arkansas, Tennessee, Ore- 
gon, Missouri, Texas, Washington, Vermont, Maine, 
Maryland, Minnesota, Idaho, New Mexico, Arizona, 
Ohio, North Carolina, South Carolina, Pennsylvanik&. 
Three states, all of which will probably act this 
year, have provided machinery to pass on repeal. 
They are: Montana, Utah and Fiorida. 
The total number of states in these three groups 
is 37, or one more than the three-fourths majority 
required to bring about repeal. Two states, Nebraska 
and South Dakota, have enacted laws calling for 
elections next year. 
Of the remaining nine states, only in three—Kan- 
sas, Georgia and North Dakota—did the Legislatures 
adjourn without taking action on repeal machinery. 
Such legislation was effectively vetoed in only two 
states, Colorado and Oklahoma. In the latter, a spe- 
cial session is now in progress, and the lower house 
has passed a bill providing for an election next year. 
In addition to that of Kentucky, one other Legisla- 
ture will soon be in special session, Virginia’s, and 
specifically to enact repeal convention legislation. 
Missouri’s action on the repeal amendment is not 
going to be a,repetition of the mad scramble at the 
last moment to get under the wire on the ratifica- 
tion of the Norris amendment which abolished the 
lame-duck session of Congress. In that case, Missouri 
was No. 36. On repeal, Missouri will be the twenty- 
first state to send its people to the polls. As such, 
the result here will be an important factor in swell- 
ing the repeal tide. It calls for an outpouring of 
voters in every precinct in the State. 
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MAKING IT CLEAR. 

A few days ago there appeared in these columns 
an editorial entitled, “Not the Man,” which deplored 
the appointment of former Gov. Bilbo of Mississippi 
to a Federal job in Washington. Reference was made 
to the shocking manner in which the Bilbo admin- 
istration ousted numerous faculty members at Mis- 
sissippi’s several State educational institutions, sub- 
sequently to institute a spoils system which, together 
with the unethical discharges, brought higher educa-: 
tion in Mississippi to a position of humiliation. It 
comes to our attention that this comment has been 
interpreted as unfair to unsuspecting instructors from 
other states who accepted positions in these institu- 
tions following the Bilbo cleanout. Obviously, no 
such slight was intended. The criticism was against 
those appointments which were political and de- 
signed to strengthen the Bilbo machine. Uninformed 
teachers who left other posts to go to Mississippi and 
thus became embroiled in the ensuing humiliation, 
not to mention salary difficulties, deserve our sym- 
pathy. No one would add insult to their injury. 
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IN A LITTLE SPANISH JAIL. 

There seems to be some confusion about the episode 
that has landed five Americans in a Spanish prison, 
with our State Department protesting and Spanish of- 
ficials, according to Madrid reports, threshing about 
in their maze of red tape. First, as to the island 
where the incident occurred, variously reported as 
Mallorca and Majorca. Research shows that the for. 
mer is an alternative spelling of the latter, so at least 
the geography is cleared up. 

As to what happened, Washington says the five 
Americans, one of them a woman, had a “clash” with 
some officers of the Guardia Civil, or military police, 
in which contusions and abrasions were mutually 
inflicted. A New York report says a letter from one 
of the prisoners indicates the officers were not in 
uniform. However, a dispatch from a New York 
Bvening Post correspondent, on the scene of action, 
states it was the comic opera appearance of the of- 
ficers’ uniforms that led to the battle. The five 
Americans, this writer says, were “unduly hilarious 
after drowning their disappointment at not being 
able to see a bulifight,” and, as the discussion pro- 
ceeded, objected to orders to keep quiet “to the point 
of raising their hands against a member of a force 
whose prestige and dignity do not support such treat- 
ment,” The last American who did that got 12 years,

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THE PRESIDENT’S BIG TASK. 

The President has organized a super-council on re 
covery, consisting of the members of the Cabinet, 
heads of departments and administrators under the 
recovery program. The council wil) meet weekly.

@ genera] staff. This will net lessen in any respect 
the President’s burden. He is the commanding of- 
ficer, and the council) will therefore chiefly meet to 
receive orders. This is applying to a dramatic chap- 
ter in our history the experience of war. 

It could not be otlterwise. Spokesmen for the ad- 
ministration say the outcome of the battle upon low 
pricés will be known in 60 days.

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LABOR TURNS TO THE STAGE. 

Some 500 persons of strikingly varied interests in 
life sat in the heat and noise of Jeffia Hall Tuesday 
night to witness, indeed, to become a part of, some 
thing different in the American theater. The play 
was Tom Tippett’s “Mill Shadows,” based on the 
Marion, N. C., mill strike of 1929. The players were 
coal. miners and their wives and daughters from 
the Illinois fields; the sponsors were members of the 
Gillespie Women’s Auxiliary of the Progressive Min- 
ers of America. On the stage were hard-handed men 
who had worked in the pits during the day, and tired 
women who have led the anxious, strained lives of 
homemakers around the top. They played their 
parts with earnestness and full feeling, because they 
conceive their fight for their rights to be on only 
another front of the same battle. 

As for “Mill Shadows” itself, a few may care to 
say that it is not drama in the familiar sense. They 
may borrow an expression from another realm of the 
arts and say it does not scan. The author, himself 
a son of the coal towns, did not require it to. He set 
out to preserve what he had seen and heard during 
a bitter struggle. Whether the result is drama, in a 
narrowly-restricted sense, it is something more, a seg- 
ment of a people’s life—and death. We venture to 
predict that this one-night appearance of these, our 
neighbors, in our midst will be remembered after 
the whole of this year’s professional theater in St. 
Louis is forgotten. | 
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OVERDOING THE BEER BUSINESS. 

We are not in the business of giving advice to in- 
vestors, but it is becoming painfully obvious that the 
business of offering beer stocks is proceeding beyond 
all reasonable bounds. If all of the breweries now 
operating or projected, on which stock is being sold, 
were turning out beer at full capacity, the surplus, 
we daresay, would be sufficient to raise the level of 
Lake Michigan, or at least fill the Grand Canyon. J. 
Rufus Wallingford, our somewhat battered national 
hero, is again preaching the gospel of get-rich-quick. 
And J. Rufus, despite the frightful lesson of the 1929 
collapse, always commands an audience. 

It is true that great fortunes have been made in 
beer. It is true that many breweries are now op- 
erating profitably. But it is also true that the Amer- 
ican people have a saturation point, and that suc- 
cessful breweries must not only turn out an accept- 
able product, but they must develop marketing fa- 
cilities and public demand. That is often @ slow 
process. Many of the plants on which stock is being 
sold are still inoperative. Others do not even exist, 
except, perhaps, on blueprints. Even assuming the 
demand for beer—now amply provided for, it is said, 
by existing breweries—greatly increases, there is a 
distinct limit.to the new plants which can profitably 
enter the field. 

The sale of brewery stocks deserves the strict 
scrutiny cf Missouri’s blue-sky departm<it, as well as 
the administrators of the new National Securities 
Act. Neither of these agencies can prevent specula- 
tion, but they can prevent misrepresentation. Per- 
sons who buy brewery stock, especially in new com- 
panies, should be given to understand that they are 
entering highly speculative ventures and must be 
prepared to learn that the beer business was greatly 
overdone. 
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A FINE APPOINTMENT. 

In appointing Secretary of the Interior Ickes to be 
the administrator of the national public works pro- 
gram, President Roosevelt has made an excellent 
choice. Both Mr. Ickes’ record in the past and his 
outlook for the future justify publie confidence in 
his difection of the Government's $3,300,000,000 cam- 
paign to create jobs for the unemployed, 

In regard to the past, it needs only to be pointed 
out that Mr. Ickes holds to the Cleveland concéption 
of public office—that for almost 40 years he has al 
lied himself with worthy cauces in govéfnmental re- 
form. In regard to the présent and the futufe—to 
the problem in hand—there are other gratifying as- 
surances. Among these are Mr. Ickés’ belief that 
the entire public works program should be under 
taken as soon as poss{ble, his stand that state and 
city projects aided by Federal funds should be in truth 
needed and not merely civic adornments, and his in- 
sistencé upon the appointment of qualified aids in the 
Department of the Interior rather than politica) 
wheelhorses. 

Like Administrator Hugh S. Johnson of the Indus- 
trial Recovery program, Secretary Ickes has a tre- 
méndous job on his hands. The selection of the lat- 
ter, like that of the former, is evidence that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt means his program shall be a New 
Deal not only ih the enactment of legislation but in 
the administration of that legislation.

They then 
rose, although not so rapidly as American 
prices. At the beginning of July, commodity 
prices were about four ts higher in En- 
gland and six points her in the United 
Sates than the April averages.

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PREDICTS MISSOURI SCHOOL 
FUND CUT TO ONE-FOURTH 


Dr. T. ‘W. Irion Says Says Only Miracle 
WIN Allow State to to Pay 


Only an “unfoteseen miracie” will 
allow the State to pay more than 
a fourth of its obligations to educa- 
tion this year, Dr. T. W. Irion, dean 
of education in the University of 
Missouri and head of *he Missouri 


State Teachers’ Association, said 
here yesterday. 

The school law of 1931 was one 
of the foremost pieces of educa- 
tional legislation.in the country, he 
remarked. But as the law became 
effective, educators realised the 
State could not make ‘its full con- 
tribution to local districts. Hopes 
for 75 per cent payment, then’ 65 
and then 60, ended in payment of 
446 per cent. School terms were 
shortened. Teachers carriéd on 
with reduced pay, and in some com- 
munities with no pay at all. 

With that, he related, went a drop 
in morale whieh ultimately might 
severély injure education. The na- 
tional planning for “a happier 
Amertica and a saner world” would 
develop “crushing tyranny,” he de- 
clared, unless we can produce in 
the schoolroom “a generation which 
wil} sefise and preserve the spirit 
in which all these measures are 
now introduced.” He urged a united 
stand for legislation to preserve and 
restore the school system so that it 
may meet “the demand fo create 
that temper and disposition which 
alone can make our instruments of 
reconstruction safe for a new era of 
prosperity.”

She alleges that in April, 1932, 
she purchased for $100 one share | 
of the $6 preferred cumulative, 
stock .of the defendant company| 
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through its investment department, 
without par value, full paid and 
The petition states 
that an agent represented to her 
that the company was selling and 


non-assessable. 


redeeming its own stock, in par- 


ticular the $6 preferred stock at 


$100 a share, under contract, and 
that if purchasers at any time de- 
sired their money the company 
would, on four days’ notice, redeem 
the stock at $100 a share or would 
sell it at that price. 

Miss Tippett further states that 
last month she was advised to go 
to a hospital Needing money she 
alleges she offered the company 
her stock certificate and demand- 
ed payment of $100 within four 
days. 

The. petition continues: “She fur- 
ther avers the defendant then and 
there refused to return or pay her 
the said sum of $100 and refused 
to keep and perform its contract, 
promises and warranties aforesaid 
made to and with the plaintiff, but 
did offer to take the same and 
dispose of it for $50. By reason 
of such failure on the part of the 
defendants, the plaintiff has been 
damaged in the sum of $100.”

Confidential Talks With 
Mothers and Fathers.

HOSE mothers who have the 
T courage to say aloud what all 

mothers must certainly feel, say 
frankly that they like their chil- 
dren a good deal better when they 
don’t have to be with them all the 
time. 

And if children could and dared 
voice their feelings, they would un- 
doubtedly express much the same 
sentiment regarding parents. The 
most devoted mother and the most 
angelic child cannot but get on each 
other’s nerves when they must be 
always together. : 

The conditions of modern city liv- 
ing certainly have aggravated, if 
not actually brought about this dif- 
ficulty. 

Cramped living quarters, the traf- 
fic and dangers of city living, force 
the mother of the small child to 
keep him continually near her. 

Under such circumstances, the 
faults and shortcomings of each 
must cause a mounting irritation 
and intensify unwholesomely the 
emotional aspects of their relation- 
ship. The mother becomes both 
acutely aware of every smallest 
fault in her child and less and less 
able to ignore or deal with it effec- 
tively. 

The child on his side suffers from 
being continually watched over, cor- 
rected, spoiled and protected. He 
becomes both increasingly depen- 
dent on his mother’s presence, and 
worse-behaved with her than with 
anyone else. 

This typically modern difficulty is 
met by an institution also typically 
modern—the nursery school. 

Providing an environment in 
which it carefully recreates the lost 
conditions of natural free play and 
neighborhood companionship, it re- 
lieves the mother of the necessity 
of having her child always by her.
